The Lord Advocate reminded the Houfe, that curing the 
two preceding Seflions of Parliament, great pains had been ta-_ 
ken to trace to their fource the calamities which had befallen 
us in India: Sone fleps had been taken in cunfequence of the 
reports, which had been laid before the, Houfe by the Commit 
tee of Seerefy. One Gentleman by name had already been made 
the fabje& of two atts of parliament, and fhould, at ‘a proper 
time, be called upon to fhow caufe why the Houfe fhould not 
proceed farther againft him: Another Gentleman had alfo 
been the fubje& of a motion in'that Houfe, who, +in the opi- 
nion of the Gentlemen, ought to have been recalled from his go- 
vernment of Bengal ; but fince the clofe of the laft Seflion an 
event had taken place which mutt fill men’s minds with anxie- 
ty, as it fliowed our affairs in India to be in a very critical Gru- 
ation. The Houfe of Commons had refolved that the Governor 





General of Bengal ought to be recalled.; the Direstots of the * 
India Company, conformably to the refolution of the Houfe, ' 


had agreed to recall him; but a Court of Proprietors, fome 
{hort time after, thought proper to refcind the refolution of the 
Direétors; and thus a perfon who in the judgment of the Houfe 
of Commons ought to have been recalled, was pronounced by a 
Court of Proprietors a fit. perfon to remain at the head of affairs 
in India: Here was a clafhing of opinions of the utmoft con- 
fequence to the public in general; ‘and fuch as it would well 
become the wifdom of parliament to take into their confidera- 
tion, as Our affairs in India could not be in a fecure {tate fo 
Jong as a perfon remained at the head of them who purfaed a 
{yltem of politicks which in the judgment of the Houfe was 
injurious to our interefts. The siemleedionas which paffed be- 
tween the Secretary of State and the DireGtors of the Company 
was already before the Houfe; he withed a proceeding to be 
had upon the fubje&t;. but he was deiirous the Houfe thould 
have the moft ample information before they were called to de- 
cide on the bufinefs, and therefore moved, “ ‘That there be laid 
before this Houfe copies of all the proceedings had by the 
Court of Direétors, and Court of Proprietors of the India Com- 
pany, relative to the recal of Warren Haltings, Governour Ge- 
neral of Bergal, from his government.” "The Lord Advocate 
concluded by. faying, that he was not then. prepared to tell on 
what day he fhould refume the proceedings relative to Sir ‘Tho- 
mas Rumbold ;_ but he believed that on Thurfday he fhould 
be able to name fome day fubfequent to the Holidays, 

Mr Secretary Tonun/hend feconded the motion. 

Sir Henry Fletcher faid he had not the fmallett objection to 
it, a therefore would take care that the papers fhould be fur- 
nithed. 

Governor Pobnftene afferted, that nothing had been done in
